Typhoid fever is one of the 
preventable diseases and immediate 
steps should he taken to see th a t it 
dot's not become epidemic. The germ 
is always introduced into the system 
through the mouth, most generally 
by water, though 
it may 
also be 
found in milk and ice, and even food 
where care and cleanliness are not ex­ 
ercised. 
As the cases now known 
are not confined to any part of the 
city and all of them have used more 
or less of the city water, it is thought 
quite possible that lV,is may contain 
typhoid germs, and "Btu. it is tested 
and found to be free from such germs 
it should not he used without boiling.

“They say it doesn’t hurt a goose to 
pluck it. but it seem s to me that one 
might as well say that it wouldn’t hurt 
a man to have his w hiskers yanked out 
by the handful. 
The reason they give 
for believing a goose doesn t suffer 
wheu its feathers are being plucked 
out of it is that It never squaw ks or 
squeuks or makes a fuss w hile the 
plucking is going on. 
“Now, I believe it hurts a goose like 
the m ischief to have its feathers pulled 
out, com ing as they do from the ten­ 
derest spots on its body, aud the rea 
son the fow l doesn’t utter any protest 
prompted by paiu is. according to the 
way I have sized geese up, because it 
is such a blam e fool. 
A goose will 
squaw k and clatter and cackle as if it

“The pluckers, who are alm ost a1 
w ays women, go among tin* geese with 
their heads aud faces entirely covered 
with hoods fastened around the neck 
with a shirr string. There are holes in 
the hoods for the eyes und also at the 
nose to supply fresh air for breathing. 
From the neck down tile pickers are 
covered with ii glazed muslin garment 
to which no feather or down will cling 
The pluckers will sit on low stools 
around a large and perfectly dry tub 
Each takes in her lap a goose made 
helpless by its interlocked w ings and 
bound legs and with rapid plying of 
her fingers separates the feathers from 
it. T his is done with such skill, though, 
that 
the plucker rarely 
breaks 
the 
goose’s skin or causes blood to follow 
the plucking out of a featlier. Tile ait­ 
is constantly tilled w ith the light featb 
ers during tho plucking, but they set 
tie Into the tub ut last. 
“But there isn’t as much call for the 
goose to undergo tills raping of its 
feathers as there used to be. Not one 
pound of goose feathers is used today 
where there were tifty pounds twenty- 
five years ago. Odd as it may seem , 
asthm a aud hay fever long ago began 
to have a good deal to do with decreas­ 
ing the demand for feather beds and 
pillow s, 
it w as discovered that asth­ 
ma and hay fever had an affinity for 
such 
couches 
and 
head 
rests; that 
nothing would start an asthm atic off 
for a 
cheerful 
ulght's 
wheezing so 
quickly as a feather bed. This discov­ 
ery spread, and the goose ow es u great 
deal of its later day com fort to the 
asthm a."—Detroit Free Dress.
